Fuller Details of the Terrible Ex-

plosion on the Kung-Pa- i.

Of 10 Persons, Ineludlni; Crew und
Soldiers, Who Were Aboard,

Only 200 Were Sated.

Shanghai. Oct. 22. Details of the loss
of tbe transport ship Kung-Pa- l and the
dronwing of hundreds of those on board
bate Just been reecicd here.

On October 14, when the steamer was
about twenty miles from Kinchow, an ex-

plosion ocenrred in the powder magazine,
setting fire to the ship.

The crew worked with nil the energy
they possessed Jn their endeavors to ex-

tinguish the llamch, but without success.
Half an hour after the magazine ex-

ploded there was a ticoud explosion in
the boiler room, which shattered the
boilers of the ship In nloins.

The captain and the rirst officer were
wounded by the second explosiou and were
laid in a boat to be taken ashore.

Before the boat could be lowered the
soldiers on the ship made a rush for It and
so many of lb cm crowded In that the
davits gave way an 1 all luit weredrowned.

There were 70b persons on board, com-
prising the officers, crew and soldiers,
and 500 or them perished.

The survivors clung to the stern of the
ship for seventeen hours In a heavy sea
benire lioats reached them from the shore,
which finally landed them.

Rev. George Batchelor.

CONFERENCE IN SESSION

In the Atisenee of Senator Hoar, Gen.
Eaton Presided Address of Wel-
come by the Hon. Carroll D. Wright.
All Souls' Church Has linltedtt Pas-
tor to Fill Dr. Shlppcii'e Place.

The slxtetnth conference of the Un-
itarian and other Christian churches open-
ed at Metzerott Hall at U o'clock this
morning with dcvulloual service, con-
ducted by Trof. Carroll C. Everett, of
Harvard Theological School. Rev. Rob-
ert Colijer, of New Vork, was unable to
attend on account or the death of a close
friend. Dr. Everett was assisted by Dr.
II. F. McDamel, of Newton, Mass., and
Dr. George A. Thaer, of Cincinnati.

In the absence of Senator, Hoar, of
Massachusetts. Hou. Dorman II. Eulon
opened the butanes ssesslon with a brief
address. At the conclusion he introduced
Commissioner of Labor Wright as chair-
man of the trustees of AH Souls' Church
to deliver the address of welcome.

MR. WRIGHTS WELCOME.
Mr. Wright said All Souls' Is celebrating

this ear its seventieth birthday. The
Invitation or the conference to Washing-
ton came from All Souls'. The present
church was built by the contribution? of
the conference. The bell was glveu by
the people of Massachusetts, and came
from tbe Irani' of Paul Uevere.

It was known as tbe Abolition Hell, and
was silenced by public order Just at tbe
beginning of the war. Its cause had never-
theless triumphed.

He then called the roll of great names
connected with the church, ending with Dr.
Shippen.

All Souls', be said, bad put Itself dlrotly
in line with the declaration ot the national
conference at Saratoga. It was, perhaps,
tbe first to do so formally. It was now
looking forward to another advance.

He invited a minister this morning to
come to All Souls', and he said: "You lead
me up into the mountains and show me
all the riches of the world; you temptune.

PROGRESS OF UNITARIANISM.

The opening address ot Rev, George
Batcheler, chairman of the national con-
ference, was an exhaustive history of tho
progress of Unitarian organization in the
United States.

Ho said the first fact which confronts
the Unitarians is a demand for more end
better organization. The ears of this con-
ference arc always open to that cry. For
out of such a demand made thirty years
ago this conference came.

"At Saratoga last September the com-
plex forces in our body, which had been
holding each other in tension in so many
ways, passed through antagonism into a
new and higher form ot sympathy. At last,
after a hundred years of labor and travail,
our Unitarian Church was born into con-
sciousness of itself as a unit humane In
origin, divine In purpose, indi-
visible in destiny, self consecrated to the
service of the world.

"It is our business henceforth to Invite our
churches to Jbetter forms of worship by fur
nishing them, under the perfect law or lib
erty, with prayers, h yrnns, psalms end forms
of musical expression "which win convey the
best life or the ages into the hearts and
minds of the people,

"The .foreign missions carried on by the
American Unitarian Association nave al-
